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EIGHTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
COLUMBIA INSTITUTION 
FOR THE DEAF 


' Columbia Institution for the Deaf 

Kendall Oreen, Washington, D. C. 

GENERAL STATEMENT 

In accordance with the Code of Laws of the United States, the prop¬ 
erty of the Columbia Institution for the Deaf must be devoted to the 
instruction of deaf persons. Therefore, the aim of the Institution has 
been continuously the advancement of deaf persons through various 
educational means and research work. 

Kendall School. This is a department for the younger deaf children 
of the District of Columbia. It has been operating since the founding 
of the Institution in 1857. In this department we have children who 
begin their work at five years of age. The work extends through all 
grades up to college entrance. Speech and lip reading are used in this 
department. However, there are children who cannot make progress 
through this means of communication, and we are prepared to use any 
other methods which will bring results. There are always those who 
have remnants of hearing. We have multiple hearing aids for the use 
of these children. Pre-vocational work is available, and we find that 
when our students finish their work in Kendall School they have no 
difficulty getting positions which enable them to support themselves and 
their families. 

Gallaudet College. This department is for deaf students in the 
United States whose hearing loss is too great for them to succeed in 
colleges for hearing students. It has been in operation since 1864, 
when the Institution was first given the right to confer collegiate 
degrees. A liberal arts course is offered to young men and women who 
pass the entrance examinations. These examinations are given each 
year during the month of May to all eligible students in schools for the 
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deaf in the United States and Canada. Usually between 30 and 40 
states are represented in our enrollment. Practical courses are offered 
to the young women along the lines of household decoration, the 
preparation of foods, dressmaking and designing, typing, filing, and 
library science. There are courses available to the young men along 
the lines of chemistry, physics, drawing, and printing. Many of our 
graduates go out from college as teachers of the deaf. We have intensi¬ 
fied our teacher-training course for the senior students so that they 
will be better prepared for the teaching profession they propose to fol¬ 
low. During the past few years graduates of the college have found 
no difficulty in obtaining positions as teachers in schools for the deaf, 
chemists, linotype operators, clerical workers, and skilled workers in 
war and post-war industries. Prom now on the competition will be 
more keen, but we feel that the war has given the deaf person a chance 
to demonstrate that he can do the work. All he needs is an opportunity 
to work. It is hoped that there will be a carry-over in this respect from 
the experience of the war years. 

The Normal Department. This department is for hearing young 
men and women who wish to teach the deaf. During the war it was 
•difficult to obtain candidates for this training, but indications are that 
we will have more than we can enroll for the next few years. This is 
well, because there is a severe shortage of teachers in the profession. 

The Research Department. This department has recently completed 
studies of the Maryland State School for the Deaf and the Washing¬ 
ton State School for the Deaf. During the past year we have con¬ 
tinued regular testing of our three lower classes in order to find how 
our students stand, both psychologically and educationally, as com¬ 
pared with students in other colleges. 

ATTENDANCE 

During the fiscal year July 1, 1945, through June 30, 1946, there 
were under instruction in the advanced department of the Institution 
91 men and 62 women, a total of 153, representing 35 states, the District 
of Columbia, and Canada. This is an increase of 7 as compared with 
the preceding year. 

In the Kendall School there were under instruction 25 boys and 32 
girls, a total of 57. This is a decrease of 8 as compared with the pre¬ 
ceding year. 
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Pf the total ifli the Institution 58 were admitted as .beneficiaries of 
the District pf .Columbia. 

■There were admitted to the Institution 27 males and 23 females; 
discharged 18 males and 12 females. 

HEALTH 

The health of the students and pupils has coptipued to be excellent. 
There were two successful operations for appendicitis during the year. 
We have a skilled dentist on our sta^^ apd also two physicians who are 
on call at all times. This past yepr we provided Tuberculosis 2^-rays 
for all students, Faculty ipepibers apd employees. It is our plan to 
continue this eaelj yepr for tire pew students and employees of the 
Inptitutiop. Arrangepicuts have been made for a full-time dietitian 
starting in ,Scpt.oaib,er so that nieals can Ije piore upifprm and better 
balapced. Provisions have also been made for a full-tipre nurse .sp that 
there will Fe a copstaut cljepk op th,e he.alth of the students. 

THE SURVEY 

The Federal Security Agency made provisions for a survey of the 
Columbia Institution for the Deaf. The survey has now been com¬ 
pleted, but the findings have not been made available to the Board of 
Directors of the Institution as yet. This is a comprehensive study 
from which we should be able to chart our course for the years to fol¬ 
low. The last Congress made funds available for a building survey 
which will determine the status of our physical plant at the present 
time and will make recommendations for improvements and additions. 
Until we have the results from these surveys we cannot further deter¬ 
mine the needs of the institution. Indications are that the college will 
grow. This growth will reflect itself in the quality of work being done 
because a larger enrollment will epable us to have a larger Faculty, 
which will, in turn, help us to enlarge the scope of work which can be 
covered.
